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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: French et al discloses a system that associates 
geographic location with network resources (abstract and [0016]) and distributes (i.e., downloads) software to the devices connected to a 
network based on the geographic location information associated with each device ([0287] and [0291]). This implies that certain software 
is allocated for (or to be used at) certain geographic location (i.e., geographic location information are associated with software). French 
further discloses that a legitimate user may have access to a network only within a specific geographic location or region (i.e., certain 
software applications can only be used at cetain locations) and if a device is moved to a location in which a legitimate user is not 
authorized, the system can detect this breach of security based on geographic location, (see [0286]) (i.e., the use of software at the 
unauthorized loction would be prohibited). These disclosures by French et al meet the limitations of the instant independent claims. 
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
